SEVERAL ARRESTED. 


Will Bo Tried upon Serious ( barges. 


Al! Natives 8fmp»tM*e With 


Insurgents nm! Are Being 


Watched Closely. 


Manila, Aug. 22. via Dong Kong, Aug. 


2 7 .—Recent events have proved some­ 
what discouraging to officials who nre 
trying to accompany war with a policy 
of conciliation. 
Two new municipal 
governments have collapsed through 
the treachery of the mayors. 
I oday 
the mayor of San Pedro Macati, who 
was elected by the people under the di­ 
rection of Prof. Dean Worcester of the 
United States advisory committee for 
the Philippines, was brought to Manila 
and lodged in jail. 
The United States 
officers at San Pedro Macati found that 
he was using his office as a recruiting 
station for the Philippine army. 
Four 
disguised insurgent officials were help­ 
ing him. 
The mayor of Bnlinag was also arrest­ 
ed and confined in the same prison. The 
Americans caught hun passing between 
the line of the two armies with incrimi­ 
nating documents which the authorities 
secured. 
Another prominent native is 
under surveillance. 
When the result of the election at 
Imus, which General Lawton and Prof. 
W orcester engineer!, was announced, 
the Americans inquired as to the where­ 
abouts of the people’s choioe. and were 
informed that he was in prison at Bili- 
bid, where the authorities had placed 
him on suspicion of being a revolution­ 
ist. 
He was released and installed as 
mayor. 
Such events and conditions tend to 
give color to the assertion of foreign res­ 
idents acquainted with the native char­ 
a c te r , who insist that a great majority 
of the natives sympathize with the in­ 
surgents and elect officials whom they 
know to be revolutionists. 
For two weeks Manila has been po­ 
liced at night with unusual vigilance. 
Apparently the authorities are expect­ 
ing trouble. 
The trend of affairs tends to make the 
policy of leniency unpopular among the 
Americans. 
When 
they abandoned 
Morong they burned the whole town. 
Colonel Smith of the Twelfth infantry, 
who is in command at Angeles, is skep 
tical regarding Filipino friendliness. 
Instead of allowing the natives to re 
turn to the town as heretofore, he hat 
ordered his tioops to shoot all men try­ 
ing to pass the lines and to> turn back 
the women and children. 
He recently 
gave the amigos in the town an oppor­ 
tunity to prove their professed friend­ 
ship, putting them to work at digging 
trenches and cleaning streets, bat this 
only displeased them. 
“ The foremost citizen of Angeles, a 
lawyer, who had welcomed the Amer­ 
icans with a great show of cordiality, 
was found communicating with the in­ 
surgent-*. 
The Americans promptly 
m a rc h e d hun .off to San Fernando to 
stand trial.

A 
called 
m eeting of tho city 
council was held last night, all the 
officer*! being in attendance. 
The m eeting was called to order 
by Mayor Adams who announced 
its objects, which appear below in 
the order 
considered 
and 
acted 
upon. 
The ordiance was then taken up 
providing that all ablebodied m ale 
inhabitants of the city of Bryan 
over the age 21 and under the age 
45 years, except m inisters of the 
gospel, shall be required to work 
on the streets five days or furnish 
a substitute or pay $1 per day the 
said five days. 
After som e d is­ 
cussion a 
secret 
ballot was tak* 
en and the ordinance was passed 
by a vote of four to one, taking ef­ 
fect ten days from date of passage. 
The following ordinance provid­ 
ing a penalty was adopted: 
ORDINANCE. 
Be it ordained by the City Council of 
the city of Bryan : 
Hee. I. 
If any person liable to work 
on the public streets of slid city shall 
willfully fail or refuse to attend either 
in person or by substitue at the tim e 
and place designated by the marshal of 
said city, after being legally summoned, 
or shall fail on or before the day on 
which 
he was summoned to pay to 
said tilashal the sum of onedallarfor 
each day he may have been notified to 
work on the streets, or having attended 
shall fail to perform any duty required 
of him by law or said marshal, he shall 
lie fined in any sum not to exceed ten 
dollars. 
On 
m otion an ordinance 
was 
passed abolishing the old m ayor’s 
court and establishing a new court 
to be known as the corporation 
court of Bryan, and providing fur­ 
ther that the mayor shall act as 
ex-officio recorder of said 
court, 
and the city secretary shall act as 
ex-officio clerk of said court. 
A 
m otion 
prevailed 
that the 
clerk receive a salary of $25 per 
m onth provided that the fees taxed 
and collected by the city for his 
benefit am ount to said sum ; if they 
should not am ount to said sum 
then he shall on ly receive a salary 
equal to the am ount of said fees so 
collected. 
The fines assessed in the corj»o- 
ration court w ill he the same as 
those assessed in justice courts for 
like offenses. 
On m otion a sched­ 
ule of fees was adopted am ounting 
to about 40 per cent of the fees 
allowed in justice courts. 
The 
ordinance also provides that the 
said fees shall go to the city. 
The question of the election or 
app o in tm en t of a street com m is­ 
sioner, to have charge o f the work 
or. the streets, was discussed but 
no action was taken. 
Mayor 
Adams 
presented 
his 
formal 
resignation, having been 
adpointed state purchasing agent, 
and the sam e was accepted to take 
effect at once, with expressions of 
regret by the council. 
Tho resignation of Alderm an VV. 
\V. Harris, who announces as a 
candidate for m ayor this m orning, 
was also accepted to take effect at! 
once, with kindly expressions, and 
on motion the city attorney was 
requested to draw up appropriate 
resolutions 
regarding the retire- j 
m ent of the two officers. 
On m otion an election for mayor 
and one alderman was ordered to I 
be held Tuesday, Sept. 12, B. F. 
Iceman 
being appointed to hold 
said election.
